Government Contemplates a Change 
in Method of Dealing with Timber 
Stretches.

Ottawa, Sept. G—A change is being 

Monday will see the opening of the 
timber stretches by the Dominion gov- 
ernment in the North-west and in the 
railway belt in British Columbia. The 
practice now has been for individuals 
or companies cruising to undertake the 
exploration on their own account and 
then make application to the Minister 
of the Interior to have the stretches of 
timber land which they would designate 
advertised and put up for publie com- 
petition. When there was not a great 
profit in the lumbering operations this 
was a satisfactory system as it encour- 
aged enterprise and promoted lumbering 
operations in the part of the country 
where humber was needed but it had 
a drawback in having the choicest por- 
tions of timber stretches put up and dis- 
posed of and left persons who got them 
in a position to control the less remuner- 
ative timber stretches in the vicinity. 

Hon. Mr. Oliver for some time has 
declined to put up timber berths on re- 
quest and a new system is being worked 
out whieh it is believed will give the 
government more return from their tim- 
ber assets and produce more competition 
among iumbermen and in the end work 
for the benefit of the consumers. It is 
probable that in the future the govern- 
ment will do the cruising and decide 
what lots will be put up for competition.

The first eight years of his sojourn 
in the north were spent at Chipew- 
yan, and then after a year’s furlough, 
he spent the remaining seven at Fort 
Simpson, laboring among the Slavyi 
Indians. 

At Fort Simpson, the archdeacon 
has a log church, which was built in 
1866, the first church to be built in 
the north, The wells are sealed, and 
there is a plastered ceiling. The pews 
are not padded with plush, but are 
decidediy unique, being roughly hewn 
out of big timbers, 

Among the most valued articles of 
the church are two huge brass can- 
delabra with large bell-shaped glass 
globes, invide of which are placed the 
candles. When lighted, these candel- 
abra throw a soft, mellow light, which 
reminds one of the old days when all 
artificial lights were candles, 

The archdeacon holds a service ee

Three Mails a Year, 


Fort Simpson, he said, received 
three mails a year. Last year, owing 
to the severe winter, ne word was 


heard from the more northern posts 
ior over eleven months, The mails 
were carried by the Hudson's Bay 
company's couriers on dog trains. The 
lowest temperature he experienced in 
sixteen years was 62 degrees below 
vero, and the highest 88. Fort Simp- 
son is sufficiently far north to have 
no night in June or July. Last win- 
ter was the coldest he had ever ex- 
perienced, The suffering dinong the 
Indians was terrible. Several deaths 
resulted from starvation, and two 
from being frozen to death, 

“Phe Slavi are a dull, slow, lethar- 
wie race,” said the archdeacon, ‘but 
when once their confidence is gained 
are trustworthy, They have given up 
infant cide; look after the old people, 
which they did not do formerly, and 
are in general helpful to each other, 
We have several who are acting mis- 
sivtaries, and one an ordained dea- 
con, 

“This year they are having a hard 
tiine of it, They depend entirely on 
the supplies secured in exchange for 
their furs. Fort Simpson is an excep- 
tionally fine hunting ground. This 
winter, owing te the seareity of rab- 
bits this year, the Indians had to de- 
vote their time to hunting for food, 
and the result is they have few skins 
to trade. At Piel’s river some of them 
to live had to eat their dogs,” 

Never Saw Chicken Before. 

The Archdeacon has his wife and 
son with.him, The boy, who is eight 
vears of age, is seeing in Edmonton 
for the fivet time domestic animals, 
such as pigs, sheep, cows and chick- 
ens. He is much interested in them 
all, 

Mrs. Tuecas enjoys the life, and is, 
it ia hardly necessary to say, & most 
helpful companion to the Archdeacon 
She is a motherly looking woman,

Ottawa, Sept. 6—The new 
acts regarding the judiciary of 
Northwest, now Alberta 
Saskatchewan, will be 
proclaimed, and come into ef- 
fect on Monday, Sept, 16th 
The judges in the Territorial 
Supreme Court will be equal- 
There will be two 
courts in Alberta, 
Mr. Sifton as chief justice, 
and in Saskatchewan with

Pincher Creek Dealer Examined. 


A. G. Ambrose, Pincher Creek, a 
member of the Alberta Retailers’. as- 
sociation since May, 1906, was the 
next witness Witness retailed the 
history of his business in  Pincher 
Creek. He went to Baker, B.C., and 
bought two ears of lumber from the 
Standard Lumber company. From 
Fernie he bought another car from 
the Elk company, The Standard 


company informed him by letter that 
as he was not a member of the Al- 
berta Retail Dealers’ association they 
could not ship, but would be able to 
do so if he joined the association, The 


Klk company shipped the lumber. 
Afterwards he received a letter from 
Secretary Grogan stating that if he 


would send his fees to the association 
he would become a member and he 
did so. Witness knew of only one in- 
dependent dealer—Maclaren, of Mac- 
leod—in the province, but confessed 
his knowledge in this respect was 
limited, Witness produced a list of 
the members of the Alberta associa- 
tion and a price list from Mr, Me- 
Nicol, the director for the association 
in the Lethbridge district and a 'et- 
ter hoping that the prices would be 
vdhered to, 


Agreed to Raise Price. 

Witness stated that he agreed in a 
letter to MeNicol to the rise in the 
price as a yard man in Pincher 

To Mr. Bennett, he stated that be- 
fore he went to British Columbia he 
was trying to follow the lumber busi- 
ness, and had made sales to farmers 
He met them in town and took their 
orders, He went to the Standard 
company. The inquiry of the Stand 
ard company was whether he was a 
member of the Alberta association 
He told them he was going to start 
a yard.

Chicago, Sept. 6—PFearing thet the 
telegraph companies are preparing to 
cause the arrest of their leaders for 
conspiracy in the wire strike, the op 
erators yesterday engaged “Attorney 
mce Darrow to investigate the 
legal aspect of the strike and begin 
counter moves against the companies, 
Secretary Russell said that the union 
may start court proceedings against 
the companies on several grounds, 
but refused to state their character 
The union officials asserted that 
they had authoritative ,information 
that the Western Union and Postal 
companies are contemplating a legal 


coup. The story was denied by Supt, 
Cook of the Weetern Union, who 
said the companies have no inten. 
tion of hampering the strikers in the 
courts, 

“The idea is ridieulous,”’ said Mr 
Cook. “Lt have said that we will 
cause the arrest of anybody who in- 


terfenes with our wires, but that is the 
only threat that has been made.’ 

Mr. Russell said he had been ap- 
prised that all of the national officers 


of the Telegraphers’ union shortly 
will be arrested 

“The charge will be conspiracy to 
interfere with the business of the tele 


graph companies and also in restraint 
of interstate commerce,”” he said 
“We are ready to fight this move do a

Liverpool, Sept, 6.—The giant tur. 
biner Lusitania of the Cunard line 
has just completed her trials, and 
early this month she will start on 
her first voyage to New York to win 
baék for Great Britain the blue rib: 
hon of the Atlantic, She will be the 
Brst five-day boat. 

Twenty-five and a half knots an 
hour was her test trial record under 
full steayn, and in weather not entire- 
ly suited to racing, With ideal wind 
and. water, her quadruple screws will 
be able to push her along at a 26- 
knot pace, This docsn’t mean 80 
muéh until the Lusitania’s huge bulk 
has been realized. She is as long 
asthe Auditorium Hotel and Annex 
at Chicago, and she would line up 
with three blocks in the business 
seetion of New York. 

In her engines is the power of 68,- 
000 horses, There wake three pro 
menade decks, the top one covering 
1 1-4 acre, and 3 14% times around is 
a mile. There are 29 miles of fram- 
ing and beams and 4,900,000 rivets in 
the ship. 

But even this gives no adequate 
idea of the size of the vessel. It is 
in the huge drawing room or the 
dining room that the proportions ‘vi 
the Lusitania are adequately realized, 
There are no long tables in the dining 
room.

Years Nicholas Enters the 
4S. tm Russian Capital. 


St. Petersburg, Sept. 6,—-For the 
second time since ‘Red Sunday’ 
(January 22, 1905), Empetor Nicholas 
today entered the capital to attend 
the consecration of a church to the 
memory of his grandfather, Alexan- 
der IL, who was assassinated in 
March, 1881, on, the spot where the 
edifice was raised, 

The date of the rip, conciding with 
the conspiracy trial just closed here, 
plainly was designed to raise the 
loyalty of the army and the people, 
{t was o complete success and no uh- 
toward incident occurred, 

The police neglected no precaution: 
to insure the safety of the emperor, 
and even went s6 far as to tho:oughly 
search the city and inspect the pass- 
ports of suspicious individuals, Gen- 
darmes were stationed in evety win 
dow facing the route of the imperial 
procession, and owners of houses 
were forbidden to open windows un. 
der pain of a heavy fine, 

Bridge and river traffic was entirely 
suspended, the banks of “the Neva 
were lined with marine guards and 
vorpedo boats patrolled the river. 

The imperial’ party arrived from 
Peterhof unannounced, not a single 
salute being fired during tne whokk 
stay. The emperor and his party 
lisembarked from a yacht at the ad 
miralty and entered an inconspicu- 
jugs jaunch, landing at the Grand 
Duke Constantine’s palace. Thenec 
hey proceeded the remainder of the 
way to the memorial church in car 
riages. 

Though the church faces the Nevsky 
Prospect, it is conveniently , reached 
‘rom the Nevt across the Mars field 
irill ground, where a new road, 
flanked by rows of flags, had beer 
nade for theiremajesties: 

After tye months of daily rains, th 
sky cleared and the sunshone updx 
the brilliant scene of nearly a” hun 
ired detachments. .of troops —witl 
widely ‘varying ‘uniforms, stationed 
along the line of march. 

The emperor's arrival was an- 
1ounced by salvos of cheers from the 
troops, the public looking on in 
lifferently, The big churchyard 
where: the imperial party. arrivec 
sharply at the ‘hour set. for the. fune’ 

ion, was picturesquely bordered by 
platoons of cuirasseurs, grenadier: 
and dragoons. 

After walking around the church 
ind saluting the guard, the empero 
intered the edifice at the south door 
The scene inside was one of greai 
splendor. recalling the old-time coun 
yalls, An abundance of light 
streaming through the lofty windows 
‘llumined the four immense Mosaic 
columns, around which were groupec 
2,000 representatives of the ruling 
classes. 

The emperor and the empress oceu- 
vied the so-called patriarch’s place at 
the right of the altar, where — they 
were visible only from the diplomatic 
loge, 

Premier Stolypin was the only min- 
ster to attend the ceremonies, all of 
the others being abroad. 

The three walls of the church wer 
lined with a douple file of palac 
greniadiers ang the entrances were 
‘ua*ded by veterans of the Russo 
Turkish war. 

The emperor seemed to be in excel- 
‘ent spirits, but the empress had the 
same .careworn, sad look which ha» 
vften been remarked. The empero: 
wore a simple Preobrajensky uniform 
With a dark blue tunic and trousers 
Across his shoulder was the blue sash 
of St, Andrew. The empress wart 
gowned in’ white silk and wore a 
white ostrich feather hat and a plair 
itring of diamonds. She also had 
on the sash of St. Andrew,

which lasted’three and a quarter 
hours, the empress slightly leaning on

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In the good old days when Mont- 
eal was a gatrisoned city, and a de 
lightful social centre; even in the 
year the selfexiled southerners were 
sending their families up to Montreal 
to avoid the horrors of civil wee, the 
merchant princes of Montreal were 
putting their heads together to evolve 
a new banking institution, For, how- 
ever ware waged abroad and social 
gaieties stirred life at home, the solid 


matter of making and conserving 
money was in nowise permitted to 
lapse. The sinews of war must be 
provided. 


As a result of these early efforts of 
the shrewd and able Allans and theit 
companions, there was established the 
Merchants Bank of Canada. In 1864 
it was duly incorporated, and soon 
took its place athong the strongest fin- 
ancial institutions of Canada Its 
coat of arms is quaintly old-fashioned 
and smacks of the Canada of the six- 
ties. 

The Allan family still retain a 
strong interest in the bank, Sir Mon- 
tagu Allan, who recently visited Kd- 
monton, being president, while his 
brother, Hugh A. Allan, and Bryce J 
Allan, are among the bank’s direc- 
tors. 

First Eestablished Here in 1898. 

The Edmonton branch of this bank 
was established in 1898 with Mr, J. 8. 
Wilmott as the first manager, and Mr. 
Alan C, Fraser, the present manager, 
as his assistant, In those days Ed- 
monton's oflice-room was limited, and 
the new bank which was the second 
to arrive on the scene of Edmonton 
life, was glad to get accommodation 
in the pesent Bulletin building, which 
was at that time a new building. 

Soon outgrowing its quarters, the 
bank erected a substantial — brick 
building a short distance west of the 
Bulletin, that which is at the moment 
oecupied by the Imperial bank, This 
too, in turn, the bank’s business out- 
grew, and plang were made for a 
handsome new building adequate to 
house one of the leading financial in- 
stitutions of a city that was beginning 
to aspire to great things, 

Description of Building. 
The Montreal firm of Taylor, Hogle 


& Davis were architects of the new 
building, which cost about $45,000 
The contractor was ex-Mayor May,

petus. The discussion of the sub- 


iect in the House of Lords was con- 
lucted with dignity and moderation 
on both sides. Not so, however, the 
discussion in the press, which has 
been ranging since the bill became 
the law of the land. Lord Hugh 
Cecil raves in the Times. and some 
of his sympathizers use language 
searcely fit for publication, The 
situation created by the bishops — is 
practically this; There is one law for 
clergy and another for laity. The 
ecclesiastical law of the state church 
is placed above the law of the land. 
which clergy are instructed by the 
bishops, their superiors, to ignore 
One Cleric Defier Bishops, 

Rev. Dr, Thornton, the assistant 
bichop of Manchester, already defied 
instructions issued to the clergy by 
the Archbishop of Canterbury and the 
Bishop of London, in which they were 
instructed to refuse to obey the pro- 
visions of the new deceased’ wife 
sister bill, Dr. Thornton informed 
his clergymen and parishioners that 
any kind of social or religious boy- 
cotting of those who, with clear con- 
sciences, took adyontage of the amend- 
ed law would be uniair and un- 
Christian to the highest degree.

Knows Kaid Maclean Well. 

Mr. Btewart-Trvine is a personal 
acquaintance of Kaid Maclean, and 
igs one of the few white men, outside 
of foreign embassies, who has ever 
been in the palace of the Sultan. To 
him Morocco is as familiar as a quar- 
ter of a cetitury’s residence can make 
it, and many of the bandit chiefs are 
also knoWn to him, Both Mr, and 
Mrs. Stewart-Irvine have made trips 
unguarded on several occasions into 
the interior, and have gone unmolest- 
ed among those savage tribes, Both 
speak Arabic fluently, and having 
been frequently the guests of Kad 
Maclean in his palace at Mequinez 
from their intimate knowledge of that 
country they can tell most interesting 
stories with reference to the bandits, 
the Kaid and the Sultan, all of whom 
are at present so much in the public 
eye

at first hardly realize,” 
ewart-Irvine to the Bulle- 
tin rep ive, “how an ‘old tim 
er’ i Mclean could have been 
taken prisoner, but when I read the 
details of the capture, T saw how it 
was done, I have lived among the 
Moors fer a quarter of a century, and 
a cleverer lot of intriguers it would 
be hard to find, The bandit chieftain 
has been joined by several other 
chiefs, and now has a4 strong foree of 
several thousand men at his back 
They are well mounted and armed, 
and are well acquainted with — the 
mountains, while another factor 
which militates against the mainten- 
ance of law and order is the fact that 
there are no roads of any sort in the 
country The Sultan of Morocco is 
cooped up in Fez, from whieh pla 
he is not allowed to leave. He has 
an army of 600 soldiers, and Is not in 
a financial position to maintain a lar- 
ger army, and this force is inadequate 
to meet Raisuli.” 
Captured Through Treachery. 

“The irouble arose over the desire 
of Raisuli to beeome governor of the 
country between Fez and Tangier. 
Maclean was sent to meet Raisuli as 
special envoy of the Sultan, and the 
bandit through treachery captured 
the envey, and is helding him as hos- 
tage until he secured concessions from 
the Sultan. Sir Henry Maclean en- 
tered the service of the former Sultan 
of Moroeco as instructor of the Movur- 
ish army about thirty years ago, and 
soon rose to be commmendengncnie of 
the forees, under the presént Suitan 
as well as bis nght hand man, He 
was knighted by King Edward a fey 
years ago in recognition of his capa- 
bilities.. The trouble at Casa Blanca 
has no connection with that raised by 
Raisuli, Wut arose out of the long- 
standing | differences between the 
Moors and the French.” 

McLean's History. 

Col, John B, Maclean, of the Me- 
Lean Publishing company, Toronto, 
while net of direct kinship, has been 
on terms of intimate correspondence 
with Sir Harry for many years. There 
are some near relatives in the neigh. 
berhood of Kingston, and the late Dr 
Donald Maclean of Kingston, and lat- 
er of Detroit, was closely connected 
There are other relatives in Nova 
Seotia and Prince Edward Island, 

Sir Harry Aubrey De Vere Maclean 
was born at Drimmin, Seotland, in 
1848, and is a son of the late Gener ty 
Andrew Maclean, a distinguished sol- 
diev, He comes of a long line of fighit- 
ing ancestors. It is recorded in the 
history of the clan that, after the 
battle of Culloden, one of them, ly- 
ing stricken upon the field, declined 
to inform the Duke of Cumberland 
aus to the whereabouts of the ill-fated 
“Bonnie Prince Charlie.” The duke 
called upen a young officer to slay 
the wounded man, but this the officer, 
who afterwards became immortal as 
Wolfe, the hero ci Quebec, refused to 
do 


Career in the Army. 

Sir Harry began his career in the 
army in 1869 when he obtained a com- 
mission as lieutenant in the 69th regi- 
ment, which was sent to Canada short 
ly afterwards. The regiment shared 
in the defence of the frontier during 
the Fenian invasion of 1870, and he 
was decorated with a medal by Lord 
Stratheona in London a few years ago, 
while undergoing special treatment 
for wounds received in one of his in- 
numerable skirmishes. Sir Harry's 
regiment was stationed = for 
years in Canada, and while he was in 
Quebec moat of the time he was also 
posted for intervals at Toronto, Lon- 
don and Brantford. 

From Canada he was shifted to Gib-' 
raltar, where he held a staff appoint. 
ment, The Sultan of Morocco was de- 
wrious of obtaining a British officer 
to drill hia halfi-savage army, and the 
position was offered Maclean The 
prespeet appealed strongly to his mar- 
tinl tastea and love of adventure, and 
he gladly accepted, resigning in 1876 
to enter upon his duties of organizing 
the Sultan’s forces. He rapidly rose 
in favor by his daring, intrepidity 
and military genius, and became a 
prime favorite with the late Sultan, 
and inspired equal regard and econ- 
fidence in tte successor, Indeed, 
throughout Moroeco his name has for 
years been a symbol of dashing, dare- 
devildom, and courage that was never 
known to fail, A horseman of the 
fimest type, and an unerring shot, he 
lias been regarded by the natives with 
something akin to reverence. During 
the reign of the late Sultan two seri 
ous insurreetiens arese, but these 


were quelled by the government troops 

under his all-conquering . leadership. 

European intrigues are helieved to 

responsible for the présent situation, 
A. Power in the Land, 

Colonc! Maclean, of Toronto, while 
on a visit to Morocco, three years 
ago, was somewhat amused by — the 
extent of the regard in which the 
name of the great Sir Henry was held 
by the natives, who, on discovering 
that he bore the same patronymic, 
were most solicitou# for his comfort. 
Colonel Maclean was to have met Tis 
famed namesake at Tangier, but ow- 
ing to complications that had arisén, 
in which the German emperor 
figured, the army commander waa 
absent 

Maclean is said to be the only 
Christian who has ever been permit- 
ted to view the hallowed graves with- 
in the precincts of the sacred city, 
in which are’interred the bones of 
former rulers, 

He has been engaged in literally 
hundreds of battles of more or less 
desperate and sanguinary character, 
and has often been wounded, Right 
years ago he lost an eye in an en- 
counter 

Maclean, whose headquarters have 
been at Fez, has maintained a band 
of 12 pipers, all Moors, in charge of 
a Seot, and wearing the proud tartan 
of the Maclean clan. For some time 
Major Angus Ogilvy of the 13th Hus- 
sats was in command of his cavalry. 
Major Ogilvy was in Canada some 
years ago, and is known to a num- 
ber of Canadian military men. 

Afraid of Losing Him. 

In 1893 Sir Harry visited England 
for the first time since he had severed 
his conneetion with the British army. 
He was on a special mission for the 
Sultan, who was anxious to obtain as- 
surance of British support, So appre- 
hensive was the Oriental potentate 
that Maclean might be induced to re- 
main at home, that he caused an es- 
cort of one hundred armed Moors to 
accompany him, with the injunction 
that, unless the Englishman shouvid 
return, every man in the detachment 
would be beheaded. While away the 
guard never allowed Maclean out of 
their sight, and watch was kept un- 
ceasingly outside his chamber door 
and beneath his window while he 
slumbered. So successful was Sir 
Harry in his mission that, on his re- 
turn, the Sultan, as a particular mark 
of favor, insisted on presenting bim 
with 150 wives, 

Sir Harry was the victim of an un- 
happy marriage, he obtaining a di- 
vorce from his Spanish wife several 
years ago, and causing considerable 
of a sensation in London society, He 
hag a son and several brothers in the 
army. 

Gate of Mediterranean. 

In’ speaking of Gibraltar, Mr. Stew- 
art-Irvine stated that it was beifig 
more strongly fortified every year 
The policy now is to withdraw war- 
ships from distant posts and to con- 
centrate power in the Mediterranean 
and the channel. New guns of the 
most modern description have been 
placed in the fortress, They have a 
range of 14 miles, and the distance 
between the two Pillars of Hercules 
is 20 miles. Though the guns do not 
cover the entire strait, yet submarine 
ind torpedo boats are able to take 
care of the unguarded distance. Lt is 
an ideal water place to operate sub 
marines, The Spanish fortress of Ceu- 
ta commands the southern side of the 
strait, but it is not a fortress of any 
great strength, Though Gibraltar has 
been in the hands of the British for 
two hundred years, yet the Spaniards 
still look upon the fortress and town 
as their own, but temporarily in the 
hands of the English. There is 2a 
population of 25,000, and one of the 
rules is that no person may become 
a resident unless born in the town, 
which is nevertheless overcrowded. 
The tobacco trade is the only business 
carried on. 5 

Keys 1,000 Years Old, 

The Moors, who were the original 
possessors of Gibraltar, still hope to 
repassess it, and’ it is said that to-day 
the keys of the houses possessed by 
the Moors in Gibraltar 1,000 years ago 
are still kept by their descendants 
across the strait, who are waiting to 
use them again. The name Gibraltar, 
in fact, is derived from Gebel, the 
first Moorish conqueror of the coun- 
try, who landed there in 700 A.D. 
Moorish castles and relics exist every- 
where over the country, 

Speaking of the climate, Mr. Stew- 
art-Irvine says that Gibraliar has de- 
lightful weather the year around, ex. 
cept for some heavy rains in the rainy 
season. All kinds of fruits are obtain- 
ed in abundanee, For social pastimes 
there are polo, racing cricket and in 
winter hunting, 

Sentries Every Hundred Yards. 

Passes are obtained from Spanish 
officials to enter their country, which 
is strietly guarded, Along the neut 
ral kine across the isthmus there are 
British sentries every 100 yeards, and 
the Spdnish also have sentries, but 
the judicious use of the popular cus 
reney always facilitates travel in Spain 
Bull fights are as common as of eld, 
and the horses and men are killed in 
the same old way in that country. In 
the town the gates are always closed 
at sundown in accordance with a very 
old custom, and no one is allowed to 
enter or leave till morning

“PRICE OF COAL GOES UP.

New York Experiences an Unprecedented 
Advance of 26 Cents Per Ton, 


New York, Sept. 6.—The Tribune to- 
day save: An increase of twenty-five 
dents a ton in the coat of steam size of 
anthracite coal goes into effect to-mor- 
rew. At Tidewater the prices will be 
$3225 a ton for pea, $2.75 for buckwheat 
and $2.25 for rice, To New York con- 
suthers the cost will be $4.10 a ton for 
pea, $3.60 for buckwheat and $3.25 for 
rice. 

‘This advance, ascording to a loca! 
wholesale and retail dealer today is 
fnprecedented at this time of the year. 
He added that it was unavoidable, and 
gave as reasons; The enormous increase 
in the demand for small sixes of coal, 
inability of the coal producers in Penn- 
sylvania to obtain an adequate supply 
of labor, insufficiency of transportation 
facilities, the practical doubling within 
five years of the cost of labor, material 
and tranaportation, while the market 
price of coal has remained about sta- 
tionary during the seme period, 


ANOTEDUS. — 
JURIST 1S DEAD 


Former United States Judge John 
Jay Jackson Expires at Atlantic 
City Famous for Strike Writ. 


Atlantic City, NJ., Sept, 6—Former 
United States Judge John Jay Jack- 
son, whose wholesale imprisonment 


of organizers and agitators during the 
Virginia miners’ strike of 1902 ang- 
ered the labor unions of the coun- 
try, dropped dead of heart disease 
here today. 

The ex-judge celebrated his eighty- 
third birthday anniversary on Aug. 
4, and came here for his health three 
weeks ago. His body will be taken 
to his birthplace, Parkersburg, W. 
Va., for burial, 

Judge Jackson was appointed a dis- 
trict federal judge by President Lin- 
coln in 1861, For forty-one years he 
served as a jurist, with nothing spec 
ial in such service to bring him to 
public attention, Then he issaed an 
injunetion writ covering every cou. 
ceivable act of a striker during a 
strike, when such act can be con- 
strutd as intimidation either covert 
or open, The writ made him famous, 
and it was the opinion of many not- 
able men on the beneh that Judge 
Jackson had gone further in his re- 
straint of strikers than they had dar- 
ed, although they deemed his con- 
struction of the Jaw sound, 

Puts ‘Lid’ on Strikers. 

When the Virginia miners struck 
in 1902 the United Mine Workers sent 
their organizers to the distriet to in- 
duce non-union men to quit work. At 
their head was “Mothtr’’ Mary Jones. 
Judge Jackson issued his ‘injunction, 
in which he forbade the strikers to 
interfere with men working at the 
mines, in Aiive wavy whatsoever. The 
writ forbade trtspassing on property 
connected with the »mines. It even 
forbade the atrikers lingering on the 
highroads or paths Mlong which the 
non-union “Miners went to work, Jt 
was a severe blow to the strikers. > 

Headed by “Mother” Jones the agi- 
tators disobeyed the writ. They were 
promptly haled into-court. Six of the 
leaders were imprisoned for ninety 
days. Judge Jackson released “Moth- 
er’ Jones, although she had attack- 
ed him personally in speech and 
through the press. The judge declar- 
ed he believed in labor unions, and 
conceded the right to strike, provided 
intimidation was not used. Labor 
unions all over the country attacked 
him savagely, but he asserted that as 
he had kept 7,000 men in employ- 
ment and had done what he consid- 
ered his duty, he did not mind the 
attacks, 

Judge Jackson resigned from the 
bench in 1905. He had bten advised 
frequently that his advanced age had 
a-tendency to interfere with the pro- 
per performance of his duties, but he 
scouted tht idea, Finally he gave 
way and Prosident Roosevelt named 
Alston G. Dayton as his successor. 

Cousin of “Stonewall.” 

Judge Jackson was the son of Gen. 
John Jav Jackson. He was graduated 
from Princeton in the class of 1845. 
He became a ready and effective 
speaker. He was a cousin of ‘Stone- 
wall’? Jackson, with whom he took 
issue on War toples long before -the 
great conflict began. He was a man 
of massive frame, and with his long 
white beard and piercing glance was

Holland Whats Hall of Knights. 


M .Nelidoff, M. Bourgeois, M. Beer- 
naert, respectively the President of the 
eonferénce and the Presidents of the 
Committees on Arbitration, Land War, 
Matitime War and the Geneva Conven- 
tion, had a lengthy gonference this ev- 
ening and decided to inform the Foreign 
Minister of thé Netherlands that it was 
apparently imposstble for the conference 
to come té an agreement before Septem- 
ber 8, the day on which the Hall of 
Knights, where the conference holds its 
plenary sittings, is desired for the open- 
ing of the Netherlands Parliament. They 
said they would be ready to give up the 
hall four days for these ceremonies. 
The surrender will in no way interfere 
with the work of the conference, for the 
Hall of Knights is only used for plenary 
sessions. ‘he Presidents of four com- 
mittees are of the vpinion that the con- 
ference cannot come to an end before 
September 21, and that it probably will 
last even longer. 

Czar Favors Septennial Meetings. 

In answer to the inquiry of President 
Nelidofi the authorities at St. ePters- 
burg have cabled shim that Bmperor 
Nicholas, after recalling that on the oc- 
casion of the last conference he offered 
to give up the right of calling and or- 
ganizing a peace conference, which was 
not accepted then, says he will not re- 
peat the same offer ,but that the Rus- 
sian delegation is to support any pro- 
position concerning meetings of confer- 
ences on the lines of the proposal that 
the conference meet every seven years.

The ' Baron, 
however, said he was waiting definite 
instructions from Berlin before submit- 
ting to the committee the list of cases 
approved by the authorities at the Ger- 
man’ capital.

Venezuela May Withdraw. 

Caracas, Venezuela, Aug. 30, via Wil- 
famstadt, Aug. 31.—It is stated that 
the withdrawal of Veneguela‘s repre- 
sentatives from The Hague Conference 
will tindoubtedly be ordered today.
